the openings, the nail heads fitting 
into the countersunk ends and m e 
points projecting through the opposite 
sides of the disks. 
Guides are attach* 
cd to th e platform in line with the 
grinding wheel, the v>l*l brick to he 
cleaned Being placed upon tho plat­ 
form and shoved along into engage­ 
ment with the points of the nails.

A Flying Target. 


The sport of “live bird” shooting 
is exceedingly costly and 
in many 
places is prohibited by law as being 
inhum an and, while the shooting of 
clay pigeons is interesting, it lacks 
in a degree the fascination of the 
sport first m entioned. 
The object of 
a recent invent ion of a New York 
m an is to provide a target in close 
resem blance to a live bird, both in 
flight and in action in falling when 
hit. 
The body has wings which bal­ 
ance the ta rg e t in flight, and which, 
by connections, collapses when hit, 
the wings guiding the target in flight. 
The frame* is formed to resem ble a 
bird and is m ade of narrow metallic 
st l ips bent in an elliptical shape, to 
hold the body portion. 
T he latte r has 
a slot at each side through which 
the ends of the wings are inserted. 
The wings ar** m ade of thin metal 
and of w eight and c h a rac te r as to he 
susceptible of being bent into posi­ 
tion to guide the target. 
T he inner 
I ends of the wings meet in the hollow 
body a ii lh a re pivoted to a vertical pin, 
| and are held in position with suffi­ 
cient force w hen the target is thrown 
to insure tin* necessary (light; 
but 
should the body he tw isted or moved 
in the fram e the pin will disengage 
i the arm s, thus destroying th e equili­ 
brium and disabling the bird, causing 
it to fall to tho ground.

Two and a half inch tile, that is 
ordinary drain tile, not sew er tile, can 
he procured at tile yards at eight dol­ 
lars per thousaand.

galvanized iron and Mack iron can 
be secured from local dealers. 
The 
galvanized iron is. of course, m ore ex­ 
pensive than the black iron.

Tho chestnut is the wheat of Cor­ 
sica, and its flour is used in tic form 
of bread or polenta by tho peasants 
throughout tho island. 
The chestnuts 
are slowly dried over a small wood 
lire and stored until 
required 
for 
grinding. 
The mills are of the sim­ 
plest construction, and consist of a 
wooden water wheel whose axis turns 
a millstone which crushes the shelled 
chestnuts 
against 
a 
fixed 
stone. 
Tho 
cheaper 
grades 
of 
flour are 
of a dirty color owing to the pres­ 
ence of particles of the shells and 
contain bel ween ll and 12 per cent of 
moisture. 
The composition of differ­ 
ent varieties of the Hour has been 
determined 
recently 
by 
M. Comte, 
who finds that chestnut flour closely 
approximates wheat flour In its food 
value. It contains 
about 
the 
same 
amount of starch, more fat and cellu­ 
le.'*, but less nitrogenous substances 
(7 to 9 per cent, as against 12 to IG 
per cent in wheat flour). 
Chestnut 
flour attracts moisture very rapidly, 
and therefore soon becomes mouldy 
unless kept in air-tight vessels.

To Clean Old Bricks. 


When an old building Is torn down 


to make room for a modern up-to-date 
structure the contractors generally 
use the old brick In some manner on 
the new building. In order to make 
the old bricks of use the mortar nnd 
other accumulations adhering to the 
surface of the bricks must first be 
removed. This Is invariably done by 
hand with hatchets, which often bring 
the cost of the old bricks after this 
treatment up to 
that of 
the new 


bricks. This- accounts for the reason 
why more of the old bricks are not 
used. 
In all probability a machine 


recently invented by a Missouri man 
will reduce tho cost of renovating 
those old bricks. I* is supported- on a 
platform, the latter having on opening 
In the center to allow a brick-cleaning 
wheel to rotate on a shaft. This shaft 
Is mounted upon bearing blocks secur- 
ed to the sides of the platform and Is 
operated by a belt nnd pulley. 
The 


cleaning wheel Is formed of two disks 
placed together side by side, and con- 
nected by screws. 
A large number 


at small openings are formed through 
the disks, the Inner ends of the open- 
ings where the two disks meet being 
counteisiink. 
Nails are Inserted in 


the openings, the nail heads fitting 
into tho countersunk ends nnd me 
points projecting through the opposite 
sides of the disks. Guides nro attach- 
ed to tho platform in lino with the 
Blinding wheel, the1 old brick to be 
cleaned U_>lnfi placed upon tho plat- 
form and shoved along Into engage- 
ment with (he points of the nails. An 
ope'ator can work upon either side 
of the wheel or two operators may 
work, one upon each side.

A Flying Target. 


The sport of "live bird" shooting 


Is exceedingly costly and In many 
places is prohlbllcd by law as being 
inhuman and, while the shooting of 
clay pigeons is interesting, it lacks 
In ii degree the fascination of the 
sport first mentioned. The object of 
a recent Invention of a New York 
man ia to provide a target In close 
resemblance to n live bird, both in 
flight and In action in falling when 
hit. The body has wings which bal- 
ance the target In flight, and which, 
by connections, collapses when hit, 
the wings guiding the target in flight. 
Tho frame, la formed to resemble a 
bird and is made of narrow metallic 
strips bent in an elliptical shape, to 
hold the body portion 
The latter hns 


a slot at Mich side through which 
the ends of the wings are insetted. 
The wings are inndo of thin metal 
and of weight and character as to bo 
susceptible of being bent into posi- 
tion to guide the target, 
The Inner 


ends of the wings meet In tho hollow 
body and*are pivoted to n vertical pin. 
and aro held In position with suffi- 
cient force when the target Is thrown 
to insure the necessary flight; but 
should the body be twisted or moved 
in the frame the pin will disengage 
tbo arms, fluis destroying the equili- 
brium and disabling the bird, causing 
It to fall to tho ground 
A head and 


tall complete the bird. Any suitable 
means for throwing the target can be 
adopted, more particularly an appara- 
tus giving a straight initial move- 
ment.

Tile or Iron Pipe for Water? 


I have on my property a spring that 


is somewhat higher than my house 
and wish to lay a pipe for carrying 
water in small quantity for house- 
hold use 
The distance is about 1,000 


feet. 
What is tho cheapest K.nd of 


pipe? 


To convoy tho water from n strong 


spring, a distance of 1,000 feet, earth- 
on tile might serve tho purpose If 
laid on a well-graded bed 
The bed 


should bo so uniform in grade that 
there are no gaps in the joints. Then 
the tile should bo jointed carefully, 
tuining each tllo mound until If ninkos 
as complete a joint as possible. In 
addition. In order to prevent loss of 
water, tho tile should bo scaled at 
(he joints either with' puddled clay, 
or, better, with cement. 
If there is 


plenty of water In the spring such a 
line of pipe would convey sufficient 
for household purposes, although 
It 


would be impossible to make 
such 


pipe entirely water tight. 
To make 


sure that all the water is conveyed It 
would be necessary to lay iron pipe. 
Ordinary black Iron pipe, given a coat 
of tar before being covered, will last 
njany years in tho ground. Galvan- 
ized iron pipe, however, 
will 
last 


longer.

ordinary drain tile, not sewer tile, can 
be procured at tile yards at eight dol- 
lars per thousaand.

ers had overlooked.

of the German double, and then it

those pink "finds" had boon planted 
all over Europe 
The forger took ad- 


vantage of tho fact that no dealer 
would udmit having a number of the 
rarities for foar 
that 
the 
market 


would fall, and had placed a number 
with each (dealer without exciting sus- 
picion.

Sedang is 


nn island off the China coast 
Tho 


papers announced tho arrival in Paris 
of King Mario I. of Sodaiit*. and ho

after sets of seven "Sedang" stamps 
were placed upon the market, some 
of them soiling for as high as $200 a 
set. Then it was discovered that the 
whole affair was a hoax and the forg 
ers had fled.

Amid its modern surrounding* 
tho ancient building looks llko an old 
Indv with mitts and a false "front," 
sitting amid the sartorial atrocities of 
a modern ballroom. 
Thero is some- 


thing eminently tcspectnble about Pet- 
tit's 
Tho original pioprletor built It 


directly across the street from the 
principal church of the town, for "rum 
and true religion" were not consid- 
ered Incompatible In those early days. 
In the old churchyard are burled many 
'generations of the King family—that 
family which gave a vice president to 
the United States and many tmlnent 
men to the state of New York. Then 
there are Graces and Napiers and Van 
Rensselaers burled there. Pettit'sand 
the old churchyard make together an 
oasis of ancient and 
stately things 


amid the desert of brick and mod- 
ernity jgrow up'around them. 


Across an alleyway from the tavern 


are the tavern stables, Ion?, low and 


Front Entrance of the Hotel. 


rumbling like tho tavern, and having, 
\\lthal, u distinctly Southern appeal- 
ance 
This is easily explained, for 


the btabloy were built to house the 
horses of Southerners, vv'jo used to 
como North every jear in the old dajs 
to try their trotting horses against 
the tiotters of the North. 
In Ihe 


eaily part of the lii^t century these 
stables of Pettit's were filled once n 
year by the best trotting blood which 
could be gathered south of Mason and 
Dixon's lino. Hight near was the old 
Union com so now built over with 
solid blocks of houses, and the old 
and famous Fashion course was only 
four 
mllos 
away. 
Smaller trotting 


tracks were scattered about the neigh- 
boihood, and Pettit's was a racing cen- 
ter when racing meant trotting. There, 
at Union course, the great Dexter waa 
trained, and many a measure of oats 
did he cat in Pettit's stable. In the 
da.vs before the civil war, they say. 
that on w inter days when tho sleigh- 
ing was good tho line of sleighs with 
hotses standing hitched used to ex- 
tend half a mile in each direction 
from Pettit's tavern door. 
That was 


when not to Know Pettlt's was to 
uigue oneself unknown. 


Just back of Pettlt's was the old 


horseshoeing place, run In the "be- 
fore the war" days by McLaughlln, 
a farrier of such national repute that 
the planters of the South used to de- 
fer the shoeing of their steeds until 
they could land at Fettlt's and turw 
the trotter over to McLaughlln. He 
was one of the first men In the coun- 
try to appreciate the 
value of toe- 


weights and Is said to have cut a quar- 
ter of a minute from the time of n 
horse driven by Hiram Woodruff by 
the adjustment of a perfectly "bal- 
anced shoe." There IB a lot of old 
furniture In Pettit's, some of which 
will probably be sold at the breaking 
up of the establishment for more 
than it is worth and some for less 
than It Is worth 
There are heavy 


and ponderous tables and couches, 
some of great antiquity and some of 
doubtful vintage; and they are, most 
of them, so covered with paint that 
one can only guess at the wood, be It 
mahogany, rosewood or good white- * 
pine. But Peltlt's Is a place of sur- 
prises, anyway. There are unexpect- 
ed levels to the floors, sp that onr> 
minute >ou have to go up a step and 
the next vou step down while walk- 
ing aCioss the floor of one room. Origi- 
nally this tavern was known as Rein- 
son's one of that well-known Long 
Island 
family 
having founded 
the 


place in the days when George the 
Second was king. Three generations 
of Pcttils ran it and thus gave It it's 
modern name. 
Somo of the original 


Reinsen turnitnie still remains in tho 
place. In the entrance hall is a great 
"settle," 
probably of mahogany, the 


same upon which Washington threw 
his riding coat when he came to spy 
out tlio land and test old "Billy" Reni- 
sen's cheer. Over acioss the way thr» 
aged coloied se\ton almost thinks be* 
remembers the day when Washington 
lode down (o bestow his blessing upon 
Uio inn. But as this venerable per- ' 
hon was 105 jears old last vear and Is 
only 10* this >ear. there is room for 
doubt, a.» to his reallj having seen the 
arrival of the gieat man. 
However. . 


>et a few davs and Pettit's will hav 1 
passed away and be no more. 
Even 


that fine old flavor of Modford and 
Jamaica rum. which lurks In every 
crook and cranny of the building, wi'l 
have been dissipated into thin air and 
a modern business block will stand 
staring upon its site. The bowls of 
punch, which have been brewed there 
—enough In the aggregate to float a 
line of battleships—will be brewed no 
more. The stables, too, will disappear 
and no one can wander through the 
rambling structure and say here Point- 
dexter stabled his trotter and there 
Lee, and there Bird, or Westover In 
the bravo old days "before the war."

CHESTNUT FLOUR OP CORSICA. 


Much Used 
but Produce* 'nfarior 


Kind of Bread. 


The chestnut Is the wheat of Cor- 


sica, and its flour fa used in tho form 
of bread or polenta by the' peasants 
throughout the Island. The chestnuts 
are slowly dried over a small wood 
flro and stored until 
required 
for 


grinding. The mills are of the sim- 
plest construction, and consist of a 
wooden water wheel whose axis turns 
a millstone which crushes the shelled 
chestnuts 
against 
a fixed stone. 


The 
cheaper 
grades of flour- are 


of a dirty color oxying to the. pres- 
ence of particles of tlio shells and 
contain between 11 and 12 per cent of 
moisture. Tho composition of differ- 
ent varieties of the flour has been 
determined recently by M. Comte. 
who finds that chestnut Hour closely 
approximates wheat flour in its food 
Value. It contains about the same 
amount of starch, more fat and cellu- 
\C.^, but less nitrogenous substances 
(7 to 9 per cent, as against "12 to 10 
per cent In wheat flour). Chestnut 
flour attracts moisture very rapidly, 
and therefore soon becomes mouldy 
unless kept In nir-tight vessels. 
It 


has also the drawback of not being 
easily influenced by the action of 
yeast, and tints produces an inferior 
kind of bread.

When an old building Is torn down 


,o make room for n modern up-to-date 
structure the 
contractors _ generally 


ise the old brick in some manner on 
he new building. In order to make

removed. This is invariably done by 
hand with hatchets, which often bring

This- accounts for the reason 
why more of the old bricks are not 
used.

A Flying Target. 


The sport of "live bird" shooting 


exceedingly costly and in many 


places is prohibit cd by law us being 
nhuman and, while the shooting of 
clay pigeons is Interesting, it lacks 
in h degree the fascination ot the 
sport first mentioned. The object of 
a recent invention of a New York 
man is to provide a target in close 
resemblance to n live bird, both in 
flight and in action in falling when 
hit. The body has wings which bal- 
ance tho target in flight, and which, 
by connections, collapses when hit, 
the wings guiding the target In fllgbt. 
Tho frame Is formed to resemble a 
bird nnd is made of narrow metallic

who had also had the good fortune to 
pick up a number of these stamps at 
a low price discovered what the deal- 
ers had overlooked.

Jamaica, L. I,, will lose a landma'rk 
which for ICT^years has withstood the 
storm and toss of time and real estate 
Improvement. 
This ancient tavern 


expires with the benediction of Wash- 
ington still upon it. Before the battle 
of Long Island the Father of ,Hls 
Country rode over to Jamaica on a 
tour of observation and alighted from 
his saddle at the tavern door of Pet- 
tit's. They gave him to drink of good 
Jamaica rum — Jamaica In a 
double 


sense — which, after 
the 
long rldo. 


mightily refreshed the general. Then 
they fried potatoes and broiled steak 
for him, and when the delighted host 
held the stirrup for Washington to 
mount his steed again the great' man 
turned, nnd, In the presence of his 
full staff, with Mercer and Greene and 
Putnam within earshot, all 
clad 
in 


buff and blue and seated solemnly on 
their steeds, with the whole village 
standing 
about, 
Washington 
pro- 


nounced his flnnl judgment: "This Is 
a fit and decent tavern." 


These words have ever since been 


a part of the assets of Pettit's. Gen- 
erations of proprietors have appeared 
and disappeared 
to their long rest, 


and • armies 
of 
bartenders .havo 


marched" into the beyond from behind 
the heavy and antique bar; yet still 
with every glass of beer the bartender 
serves the benediction of Washington. 


Gen. Grant and Robot t Homier drove 


out there onco in later days and Amer- 
ica's last gieat general imloi.sed the' 
opinion of America's first great gen- 
eral 
There is to-rlav hanging on tho 


walls of tho ancient hostelry nn en- 
graving of Grant and Bonner seated 
behind a pair of trotters and bowlinr 
men 11} along, tho general driving. 
It 


is pointed out that this gives nn add- 
ed interest to the pictures, bocauso 
when Mr Bonner was behind his own 
horses he never allowel anvone to 
hold the reins with the single excep- 


directly across the street from the 
principal church of the town, for "rum 
and true religion" were not consld 
ered Incompatible in those early days.

There is some- 
thing eminently respectable about Pet- 
tit's 
Tho original pioprletor built It

rambling like tho tavern, and having, 
withal, u distinctly Southern appeal- 
ance 
This is easily explained, for 


the btabloy were built to house the 
horses of Southerners, vv'io used to 
come North every jear in the old dajs 
to try their trotting horses against 
tho tiotters of the North. 
In the 


eai ly part of the liiot century these 
stables of Pettit's were filled once a 
year by the best trotting blood which 
could be slithered south of Mason and 
Dixon's lino. Hlght near was the old 
Union coin so now built over with 
solid blocks of houses, and the old 
and tamous Fashion course was only 
four 
miles 
away. 
Smaller trotting 


tracks were scattered about the neigh- 
Loihood, and Pet I it's was a racing cen- 
ter when racing meant trotting. There, 
at Union course, the great Dexter was 
trained, and many a measure of oats 
did he cat in Pettit's stable. 
In the 


dn.vs before the civil war, they say. 
that on winter days when the sleigh- 
ing was good the line of sleighs with 
hotses standing hitched used to ex- 
tend half a mile in each direction 
from Pettit's tavern door. 
That was 


when not to know Pettit's was to 
nigue oneself unknown. 


Just back of Pettit's was the old 


horseshoeing place, run In the "be- 
fore the war" days by McLaughllu, 
a farrier of such national repute that 
the planters of the South used to de- 
fer the shoeing of their steeds until 
they could land at Pljtttt's and turw 
the trotter over to McLaughllu. He 
was one of the first men In the coun- 
try to appreciate the 
value of toe- 


weights and is said to have cut a quar- 
ter of a minute from the time of n 
horse driven by Hiram Woodruff by 
the adjustment of a perfectly "bal- 
anced shoe." There is a tot of old 
furniture In Pettit's, some of which 
will probably be sold at the breaking 
up of the establishment for more 
than it IB worth and some for less 
than It Is worth 
There are heavy 


and ponderous tables and couches, 
some of great antiquity and some of 
doubtful vintage; and they are, most 
of them, so covered with paint that 
one can only guess at the wood, be It 
mahogany, rosewood or good 
vvhlto 


pine. But Peltlt's Is a place of sur- 
prises, anyway. There are unexpect- 
ed levels to the floors, sp that ono 
minute >ou have to go up a step and 
the next >ou step down while walk- 
Ing acioKs the floor of one room. Origi- 
nally this tavern was known as Rem- 
sen's one of that well-known Long 
Island 
family 
having founded 
the 


place in the days when George the 
Second was king. Three generations 
of Pcttils ran it and thus gave It Its 
modern name. 
Some of the original 


Remsen turnituie still remains In tho 
place. In the entrance hall is a great 
"settle," 
probably of mahogany, the 


same upon which Washington threw 
his riding coat when he came to spy 
out tho land and test old "Billy" Rem- 
sen's cheer. Over acioss the way thr» 
aged coloied se\ton almost thinks be* 
remembers the day when Washington 
lode down to bestow his blessing upon 
tho Inn. 
But as this venerable per- ' 


hon was 105 jears old last vear and Is 
only 10* this >ear. there is room for 
doubt a.* to his reallj having seen the 
arrival of the gtcai man. 
However. 


>et a few daxs and Pettit's will hav 1 
passed away and be no more. 
Even 


that fine old flavor of Modford and 
Jamaica rum. which lurks in every 
crook and cranny of the building, wi'l 
have been dissipated into thin air and 
a modern business block will static 
staring upon its site. The bowls of 
punch, which have been brewed there 
—enough In the aggregate to float a 
line of battleships—will be brewed no 
more. The stables, too, will disappear 
and no one can wander through the 
•ambling structure and say here Point- 
dexter stabled his trotter and there 
Nee, and there Bird, or Westover In 
the brave old days "before the war."

CHESTNUT FLOUR OP CORSICA. 


Much Used but Produce* 'nfarlor 


Kind of Bread. 


The chestnut Is the wheat of Cor- 


sica, and its flour fa used in tho form 
of bread or polenta by tho' peasants 
throughout the Island. 
The chestnuts 


are slowly dried over a small wood 
tiro and stored until 
required 
for 


grinding. Tho mills are of the sim- 
plest construction, and consist of a 
wooden water wheel whose axis turns 
a millstone which crushes the shelled 
chestnuts 
against 
a fixed stone. 


The 
cheaper 
grades of flour- are 


of a dirty color oxying to the. pres- 
ence of particles of t.l'io shells and 
contain between 11 and 12 per cent of 
moisture. The composition of differ- 
ent varieties of the flour has been 
determined 
recently 
by 
M. Comte. 


who finds that chestnut flour closely 
approximates wheat flour in Its food 
Value. It contains about the same 
amount of starch, more fat and cellu- 
\C^, but less nitrogenous substances 
(7 to 9 per cent, as against "12 to 10 
per cent In wheat flour). Chestnut 
flour attracts moisture very rapidly, 
and therefore soon becomes mouldy 
unless kept In air-tight vessels. 
It 


has also the drawback of not being 
easily influenced by the action of 
yeast, and thus produces an Inferior 
kind of broad.
